Daniel F. Barrett, 92 years old, 
passed away Thursday at the home 
of a son, at Hudson, M idi. The fu­ 
neral was held Sunday. 
The de­ 
ceased had lived for some time with 
his son, O. G. Barrett, farm advis­ 
er of Cook county, where many A r­ 
lington H eights people met him. He 
left here a year ago to reside with 
A. A. Barrett, one of the three sur­ 
viving sons in a fam ily 
of eight 
boys. 
The other son is Mr. Chan­ 
ning Barrett, 
of 
Chicago. 
The 
Cook County Farm Adviser is the 
youngest of the fam ily. 


Daniel F. Barrett 
was born in 
Blissfield, Michigan, lacking eight 
years of a century 
ago. 
Alm ost 
his entire life was spent in the ono 
county. 
Sixty-six years 
ago he 
moved to the western part of tho 
county, wffiere he purchased wooded 
land at $2.25 an acre. 
Land had to 
be cleared oefore he w’as able to 
find space for his home, and his 
fam ily resided with neighbors un­ 
til the new log cabin was com plet­ 
ed. 
There was a little schooling 
during part of the winter for the; 
younger children of the fam ily, but 
boys old enough to handle a saw 
or ax spent a large 
(part of the 
winter cutting hardwood for sale 
to lumber companies. 
With a growing fam ily that came 
along at regular intervals, it, was 
necessary to keep cows and chick­ 
ens. 
Butter that was made by the 
wife and helpmate of the deceased, 
brought 5 and 6 cents a pound; eggs 
about the same price iper dozen. It 
was about the only source of income 
for the fam ily, except what was 
raised on the land or caught and 
shot as game. 
The logs were hauled to town, a 
distance of five miles, and was a 
real undertaking; three such trips 
could be made in two 
days, for 
which they were paid SLOG a load. 
With such a background and un­ 
der the tutelage of a pioneer set­ 
tler, it is little w'onder that the 
Cook County Farm 
Adviser pos­ 
sesses the qualities that he has 
shown in his 
work 
among the 
farmers of 1931.

“If experience has proven any­ 
thing, it. has disclosed that an in­ 
dividual, and not a board or com­ 
mission. can alone administer af­ 
fairs successfully:

that only by conferring power up­ 
on the individual official and not 
upon a board can responsibility be 
fixed for the non-performance of 
duty.
